The  Live  Birth  Rate  at  15.23  per  1,000  estiriated  population 
is  a  little  less  than  the  ra^tc  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
T/hole  at  16,4,  which  incidentally  is  the  highest  for  ten  years. 


The  death  rate  was  2  per  thousand  less  than  the  Rational 
figure  being  9.6?  against  11,7. 

The  'natural  increase  (excess  of  Live  Birtlis  over  dca.ths) 
was  71  ,  49  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Still  Birth 
rate  plunged  downwar d  from  the  1 947  figure  of  34*22  per  1  ,000 
Live  and  Still  Births  to  9.90  and  was  less  than  half  the 
National  one.  Very  satisfactory  too  was  the  Infantile 
Moitality  Rate,  wliich  at  22,5  fer  the  nation  wcls  the  lowest 
over  previously  recorded  in  this  Country,  and  South  Ivesteven 
bettered  this  fractionally  at  22,39

Diseases  of  the  CcLr<iio-Vo.SGular  system  again  head  the 
list  of  Causes  of  Deo.th,  accounting  for  uell  over  half  of 
the  total  (81),  and  of  these,  21  \rero  due  to  Coronany  Disease. 

This  is  a  disoa.30  of  the  vessels  v/bJ-ch  oonry  the  blood 
supply  to  tlie  heart  muscle  and  is  one  vhich  is  increasing 
yearly  and  is  veiy  much  eomraoner  in  higlily  developed  Uestem 
Countries  than  in  others  ;  in  fact  one  might  say  it  is  a 
disease  of  Western  Civilisation,  It  is  fan  and  nr/ay  the 
commonest  cause  of  sudden  death  in  the  prhnc  of  life  and  occurs 
predoininarfc#Ity  in  men.  Diet  may  play  a  pant  and  it  is  T.ise 
to  refrain  from  consuming  too  much  fat  of  animal  origin 
particularly  'v/here  there  is  a.  family  history  of  coronary 
trouble.  Jack  Sprah  has  the  edge  on  his  uifc  in  this  respect, 
Tuo  other  precautions  are  gencradly  applicable.  Firstly  do 
not  eat  in  excess  of  energy  requirements  after  the  t\7o  score 
years  milestone  lias  been  passed  and  secondly  take  adequate 
exercise,  particular l^^-  if  engaged  in  a  sedentary  occupation- 
remgcibering  in  this  context  tha.t  it  is  better  to  near  shoe 
leather  and  saves  tyres!  I  Uise  are  those  too  Y/ho  develop 
some  interests  outside  their  work  to  act  an  an  antidote  to  the 
stresses  and  strains  attendant  on  life  as  it  is  now  lived. 


Twenty ~tv70  dearths  were  due  to  New  Crovdhs  V7hich  are,  as 
is  now  usual,  in  second  place  in  the  Mortadity  table,  and 
they  \7erc  closely  followed  by  the  Respirabory  G-roup  with  17. 
Pneumonia,  v/an  responsible  for  11  dea.ths,  a  considerably  higher 
figure  tlian  for  many  yeajspcust,  and  without  doubt  associated 
with  the  /isian  Influenza  which  was  so  r#ifc  early  in  the  year.

Castle  Bytham  and  Corby  Glen* 

TviTO  Health  Visitors  spend  part  oD  their  tmie  v/orlcing  in  th€ 
area  and  some  of  the  District  ihorses  already  mentioned,  are 
engagea  in  liealth  Visiting  duties#  There  is  no  doubt  that  it 
is  the  ^  after  care  of  the  infant  and  the  advice  which  is  so 
explicitly  given  by  these  ladies  which  has  contributed  so 

mucn  to  tne  ever  falling  inf  ant  ile  mortality  rate  throughout 
the  Country# 


Home  Helps 

These  are  provided  in  the  Nurri  District  from  Centres  at 
the  North  Street  Clinic  Bourne,  the  Bam  Hill  Clinic  Stamford 
and  from  Sleaford  for  the  Horbling,  Billingborough  and 
Polldngham  area# 

^This  service  does  a  v/onderful  ynrk  for  the  elderly  and  the 
neecy,  T-i-me  after  time  it  nas  come  to  the  rescue  vdien  but 
for  it  a  removal  to  Hospital  or  Welfare  accommodation  T^ould 
have  been  the  only  possible  alternative,  probably  on  a 
con5)ulsory  basis#  I  yjish  there  were  a  way  of  estimating 
what  It  saves  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Welfare  Ccmmittc 
eac  ^ear#  Besides  there  is  no  pricing  the  humanitarian 
blessing  of  allov.ing  so  many  elderly  folic  to  remain  in  their 

own  homes  v/here  they  want  to  bo  aaid  ai-c  desparately  anxious  to 
remain#

Ambulance  Service

t^a  ord  where  there  are  3  ambulances  and  one  dual  purpose 
vehicle,  and  Bourne  wiiere  there  are  2  ambulances  and  two 
dual  purpose  vehicles.

Sources  of  supply  to  be  excellent  in  quality,  and  the 
resources  are  abundant. 


Deeping  St.  jpnies  continues  to  be  supplied  as  it  has  not; 
been  for  the  past  20  years,  v/xth  a  uater  containing  2,2  pajrts 
per  million  of  fluorine.  That  is  has  benefited  the  dental 
conditions  is  unqjuestionable ,  that  there  has  been  no  adverse 
effects  on  the  vital  statistics  and  the  pahysique  of  the  people 
is  evident,  a.nd  now  vie  eure  on  the  threshold  of  a.  second 

generation  ?7ho  in  turn  will  be  subjected  to  its  benefits, 

I  "VvO^d  suggest  that  the  opponents  of  Fluoridation  in  theory 
should  come  and  see  for  themselves  the  effect  of  it  in  loractice 
over  a  space  of  teo  decades. 

This  wa-ter  has  a  low  figure  of  total  hardness  1  2,5  parts  per 
100,000,  an  enviable  softness  compared  with  the  other  four 
which  ha-ve:-

Much  of  the  District  lies  in  a  very  rich  Y/ater  bearing 
area  and  tiiis  brings  Yd.th  it  a  responsibility.  It  is  in 
this  contecrt  that  it  is  disappointing  this  year  again  to 
find  so  few  connections  have  been  Biade  to  the  modem 


sewerage  system  at  Corby  Glen  only  a  total  of  2D^  after  4 
years  and  yet  it  is  situated  in  a  Y/a.ter  gathering  region. 

It  compares  badly  v/ith  the  6C^b  at  Billingborough  and  the 
2^fo  at  the  Deepings.  The  nev/  works  at  Deeping  St.  James 
though  worldng  far  beloY/  their  capacity  have  funtioned  Y/ell, 
Several  complaints  from  a  comnon  source  about  a,  periodic 
smell  were  fully  and  pnirr-baldngly  investigated  and  found  to 
be  unjustified.  They  are  a  great  asset  to  the  Communities 
they  serve  and  shoulci  banisn  for  ever  the  open  sewer  dykes 
and  the  night  soil  vehicle  from  these  areas. 


The  voluntary  laund^ry  at  Deeping  St.  James  continues  to 
fulfil  a  great  social  need.  Unless  someone  has  actually 
experienced  1^e  soul  desti'oying  drudgery  of  wasliing  bed  linen 
for  an  inconisBfflent  bedfast  patient  day  after  day  and  month 
after  month  and  the  nightmare  of  trying  to  got  it  dried  in 
the  short  days  of  'tvinter,  it  is  diffic^olt  for  them  to  appreciate 
lully  the  humanitarian  i/ork  oi  this  voluntary  organisation. 

A  sm-vey  of  the  proposed  burial  ground  at  Billingborough 
vas  carried  out  and  the  environmental  factors  appeared 
favourable.  Subsequently  a  Ministerial  InqYiiry  vas  held 
into  the  proposals. 


A  1  ortnightly  refuse  collection  scrrice  and  a  v/eekly 
nightsoil  collection  service  operates  tlxroughout  the  District. 
It  is  a  striicing  blend  of  the  old  and  the  new  to  soe  the 
Nightsoil  Vehicle  at  the  door  and  an  airray  of  TelcYlsion 
aerials  on  the  chimney.

Litter  baskets  ha,ve  been  provided  in  a  numDcr  of  parishes 
and  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  them  tliroughout  the 
Rural  Ai  ea^  ■'v.hich  is  a  good  sign  for  the  future  Protection 
of  the  pleasant  countryside  from  the  litter  nuis^ice.

In  a  year  during  part  of  viiich  the  Banh  PLatc  stood  ad  7^  it 
Y/as  not  surprising  that  there  v/as  a  moratorium  on  the  Council 
house  building  larogramme,  ho^rever  rogrdfcable  that  it  should 
have  been  necessary*  This  vmis  reflected  in  tin.  fact  thod  ad  the 
end  of  the  year  not  a  single  house  v/as  under  construction  for  the 
Council* 


It  Y/as  however  gratifying  to  see  that  private  enterprise  diri 
the  year  had  increased  their  score  f roLi  21  b^oilt  in  1 957  to  28 
in  1958  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  Y/’ere  23  further 
houses  in  course  of  construction  compared  Yvith  21  at  the  close 

of  1957. 
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That  the  Coimcil  axe  far  from  ruthless  in  the  way  they 
tackle  housing  pr  oh  Ions  is  slioTm  by  their  awarding  35 
Improvonent  G-ran*l:s  during  the  year  increasing  on  the 
significant  total  of  33  the  year  before. 

The  Slima  Cleai'ance  programme  has  continued  to  maize 
satisfacto275^  progress  and  a  further  36  hounes  were  dealt 
with,  nialc(tf^  total  of  203  since  the  prograimie  began  and 
the  original  target  of  153  to  be  deadt  wdth  in  the  first 
5  years  rmis  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1955*  Since  the 
start  of  the  programme  no  Clearance  area  has  been  declared 
and  all  ha.ve  been  dealt  vd-th  under  ‘’Time  and  Place” 
procedure  as  Individual  Unfit  houses. 

There  are  277  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council 
hounes  and  of  these  approximately  one  in  three  require  an 
Elderly  Persons’  dyrelling.  Additionally  the  houses  to  be 
dealt  Td-th  as  Slum  Clearance  proceeds  are  more  often  than 
not  occupied  by  the  elderly,  "vdiich  further  inflates  the 
demand. 

It  is  Tdth  regret  that  I  have  to  record  o.gain,  for  the 
reason  already  mentioned,  that  no  start  Mas  been  made  on 
the  Scheme  for  the  group  of  Elderly  Persons*  bungalows 
T/ith  a  Warden  in  cliarge  which  has  been  agreed  to  in  principle 
for  the  Deepings.  Repeatedly  during  the  year  the  problem 
of  the  aged,  lonely  and  frail  person  living  alone  and  mis¬ 
managing  themselves  and  their  affairs  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  be  socially  unacceptable  has  had  to  be  fa.ood. 

For  such  as  these,  the  grouped  bungalo'w  system  would 
unquestionably  be  the  near  ideal  solution  and  \7ould  steer 
a  middle  course  bct\7een  v/hat  a  Home  Help,  even  if  permitted 
to  try,  can  do  on  the  one  hand  and  removal  under  protest 
to  Y/elfare  accommodation  on  the  other.  This  lad  ter 
alternative  most  of  the  old  folk,  to  v/hom  I  have  made 
reference  above,  regarded  as  a  fate  worse  than  death  Y/hen 
the  idea  uns  first  mooted  in  their  ca.se. 
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In  particul8>:r  there  cones  tc  niind.  hno  blind  persons  to 
each  of  whom  in  their  plight  these  coimcnts  T/ere  applicable 
Their  distress  at  the  thought  of  leaving  their  overlarge 
homes,  their  accustomed  modes  of  life  -  and  their  dogs  may¬ 
be  most  of  all,  was  extremely  moving.  For  these  and  many 
another  a  Grouped  bimga.low  would  have  Iicld  tlia.t  delicate 
balance  beteeen  independence  aaid  imtitutional  care* 


A  novel  idea  han  been  put  fowTand  elsoviiere  for  adding  a 
self  contained  annexe,  consisting  of  a  bedsitting  room  and 
ba.throom,  tc  some  ordinary  Council  houses  so  tliat  a  Grand.- 
parent  or  other  elderly  relative  can  be  housed  close  enough 
to  their  family  for  social  contact  and.  yet  far  enough  to  be 
independant.  It  is  worthy  of  thouglit* 


That  the  need  for  elderly  persons*  accommodation  is 
Countryvdde  and  urgent  is  illustrated  by  its  attracting  a 
Government  Grant.  Why  hov/ever,  should  tliis  be  vdthdield 
if  a  second  backroom  however  sLiall  or  ci  large  bedroom 
annexe  to  the  living  room  me  included/;  Are  the  old  not 
entitled  to  iiave  someone  to  stay  vd-th  them  when  they  are 
T</ell  or  live  in  under  decent  conditions  to  nurse  ttem  when 
they  are  sick?

The  pood  Hygiene  PuOgula.tions  of  1955  --n.d  the  food  punchas¬ 
ing  public  have  together  centributed  to  a  gcnorcdly  satisfacto 
Code  of  Practice  in  food  businesses.  One  conplaint  that  a 
bottle  of  pastourised  nillc  contained  dead  flies  at  the  tnic 
of  purclia.se  ran  fully  investigated.  All  "-:ho  handled  the 
milk  prior  to  its  purclia.se  bore  excellent  records  and  tha 
purclia.sGr  vns  not  absolutely  sure  if  he  ha.d  left  the  bottle 
uncapped  a.t  any  time  before  he  noticed  the  offendors,  so 
the  raystcry  could  not  be  elucidated. 

G-rea.t  care  is  roquii'cd  in  the  handling  of  cooked  neats, 
which  are  noi/  so  p)opulan^-as  these  are  x^anticuPnly  prone 
to  the  risks  of  contamination  and  its  sequclan.

The  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  Reg^jlaticns  of  1958  set  new 
and  better  standards  for  the  premises  themselves,  for  those 
who  handle  the  meat  and  for  its  storage  and  the  maintenance 
of  its  integrity ♦  They  are  clearly  very  Y^elcome  to  all 
interested  in  the  safe-guarding  of  meat  from  contamination* 

Later,  provision  was  aiso  made  for  the  compulsoiy 
staining  of  condemned  meat  to  prevent  its  improper  disposal. 
These  Regulations  by  some  pecu].iar  aiibivalent  thought  were 
revoked  before  they  ?fere  given  a  chance  to  work.  It  was 
a  most  uncourageous  retreat. 


A  bakehouse  premises  v;as  foimd  unsatisf actor5^  and  after 
the  occupier  had  had  time  to  consider  Tiiat  would  be  involved 
in  bringing  it  up  to  acceptable  standards  it  mas  decided  to 
discontinue  its  use. 


From  October  1  st.  South  Kesteven  beeame  a  Specified  /orea 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  From 
that  date  it  became  illegal  to  offer  for  sale  any  millc  not 
of  one  of  the  specified  designations.  The  retail  milk-can 
became  a  Iviuseum  piece  from  that  date,  and  very  rightly  so, 

A  bulk  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  showed  on  a 
’'Ring  Test”  that  it  came  from  a  cow  or  covrs  who  had  had  a 
Brucella  Abortus  infection.  It  \7as  decided  to  samiale  millc 
from  each  quarter  of  each  milking  cow  in  a  herd  of  Tohormilir 
Tested  coy/s  and  it  was  found  that  out  of  46  coyjs  from  Yrhom 
samples  were  taken,  nine  gave  positive  ring  tests,  indicative 
of  their  having  had  Brucella  Abortus  infection.  In  three 
cases  the  Brucella  Abortus  itself  isolated.  Fortun¬ 

ately  from  a  Public  Health  angle  there  i/as  not  the  serious 
implications  which  a  Melitensis  infection  Y70uld  have  }iad 
but  none-the-less  it  does  illustrate  the  fact  that  the  only 
really  safe  milk  is  a  heat  treated  one,  and  I  hope  that  one 
day  all  milk  Ymll  be  so  processed*  It  is  very  proper  tiiat 
mothers  using  cows  milk  for  infant  feeding  should  boil  it.

This  exanthem  accouited  for  121 L  of  the  total,  Y/hooping  Cough 
occurred  sporadicaily  and  aided  another  22;-, 


Im  outbreak  of  Dysentery  (Some)  involved  some  children 
aittending  Yfitham-on’-^the-Hill  School  and.  tra^velling  to  it  by 
taxi.  It  involved  six  families  and  produced  12  cases. 

Neither  the  school  itself  nor  its  canteen  were  implicated  in 
any  wry.  These  episodes  require  many  investigations,  much 
swubtaQd-ng  and  loss  of  valuable  time,  so  the  individual  and 
the  conourJ-ty  can  pay  dearly  for  lapses  in  good  personaJL 
and  domestic  hygiene.  In  the  course  of  a  iionth  over  80 
specimens  were  taken. 


inother  3  inter-related  ca.  ies  occurred  in  the  Careby 

area. 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  'v/as  notified  but  no  organisii 
vu-s  isolated  in  this  case_,  the  cd^lgnosis  resting  on  clinical 
grounds . 


These  happenings  are  a  stern  reninder  that  the  Codes  of 
Practice  which  are  obligatory  in  Food  businesses  one  equally 
ajpplicable  in  the  home.  That  children  should  like  to  share 
their  sweets  is  understandable  but  vdien  they  are  unwrapped 
and  soiled  they  can  prove  to  be  very  efficient  genu  canriers 
particularly  vdien  the  lovver  bowel  is  inplicafced* 


There  wouS  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis,  which  was  of  the 
paralytic  variety  and  involved  the  only  cliild  of  five  in 
a  household  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  a.gaint  the  disease. 
Recovery  wan  complete  but  only  after  3  months  sojofjrn  in 
hospita-1.

medicine.  In  the  meantime  it  YTOuld  be  un'vTise  to  depend 
on  the  vaccination  programme  alone  for  immunity  from  the 
disease,  as  178  canes,  of  v/hom  92  were  paraAytic  did  occur 
last  year  in  vaccinated  persons  in  this  Country,  It 
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should  he  supported  by  the  same  scrupulous  attention  to 
good  personal  and  domestic  hygiene  as  ytslz  the  first  line  of 
defence  in  the  past,  and  the  avoidau.ice  of  stuffy  atmospheres 
and  crowds  when  the  infection  is  laioMn  tc>  be  about,  .  By 
these  combined  operations  the  battle  ought  to  be  won,  as  it 
has  been  in  the  case  of  Diphtlieria. 


It  is  gratifying  that  the  District  has  enjoye  a  ej-cven 
5’'ears  of  freedom  from  Diphtf^ria^  thanics  to  the  immunisation 
programme.  Unless  ho¥rcver,  the  percentage  protected  is 
kept  high  it  may  well  return  and  a  year  ago  37  cases  did 
occur  in  this  Country  resulting  in  6  deatlis.

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Tliree  new  cases  of  ^ciilmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred 
compared  with  one  in  1 957  five  in  1 95e .  One  death  was 

attributable  to  this  cause.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 

two  of  these  fresh  cases  Y/ere  males  aged  63  and  73  years* 

This  highlights  the  point  that  it  is  often  the  elderly 
“clnaonic  bronchitic”  v/ho  is  the  reservoir  of  infection  in 
the  cornrmmity,  Xet  it  is  those  in  these  elderly  age  groups 
who  so  stubhxml^r  refuse  to  attend  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  when 
it  comes  to  toYvn. 


The  agricultural  community  have  mad.c  an  all  out  effort 
to  eradicate  Tuberculosis  from  dairy  cattle  and  are  now 
liopeful  that  it  Y/ill  be  achieved  within  two  years* 


The  sanguine  hope  is  ei^qpresscd  that  human  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  mil  be  eradicated  but  this  will  not  be  achieved 
so  long  as  any  section  of  the  population  remains  apalhetic. 
Poliomyelitis  as  an  infectious  diseaise  steals  the  stage  but 
it  should  be  borne  in  rind  that  liibercolosis  can  bo  just  as 
crijrpling  and  that  it  has  a  higher  incidenc  :iom  by  comparing 
the  figure  for  the  past  5  years  of  notified  cases  in  South 
Rest  even*

From  the  pa.ges  of 
the  Nomans*  glossy  magasiiies  and  the  less  exotic  creations 
of  Fleet  Street,  from  the  television,  sound  radio  and  the 
hoardings  the  public  are  advised,  cajoled  and.  oven  threatened 
along  the  road  to  health. 

In  spite  of  all  this,  or  may  he  hecausc  of  it,  there 
yet  remaiias  a  burning  need  for  personal  health  ed-uca.tion. 

There  is  a  duty  to  explain  hoY/  the  mles  for  persona.1  health  and 
for  a  healthy  environment^  for  home  safety,  for  safe  food 
handling,  for  halaiiced  diet  and  so  on  apply  to  the  individual 
and  his  or  her  OYn  particular  circumstances.  The  Staffs  of 
our  o\m  and  the  County  Health  Department  end-oavour  to  do 
precisely  this  in  the  course  of  tlieir  daily  Yrork.  iis  ytoII 
as  these  everyone  who  believes  in  healthy  modes  of  living  has 
a.  part  to  play.  It  is  hiiportant  tliat  practice  and  precept 

should  go  hand  in  hand.  It  is  little  use  to  lecture  youth  - 
vdLth  its  contempt  for  hypocrisy  -  on  the  folly  of 
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cointnencing  cigarette  smoking  if  the  lecturer  is  an  addict 
or  to  deploirCthe  dumping  of  litter  iTiiile  given  to  throY/ing 
sweet  papers,  cigarette  and  other  ends  and  odds  on 
street  and  road,  to  mention  but  tire  instances.

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  100^  inspection  of 
all  anixiads  slaughtered  at  the  four  private  slaughterhouses 
licensed  in  the  District  v/as  carried  out  during  the  year^  and 
the  quality  of  the  meat  derived  from  the  ajidjmls  killed  has 
been  excellent,  I  am  pleased,  once  again,  to  report  also 
that  the  four  butchers  concerned  co-operate  iTith  your  Meat 
Inspectors  in  regard  to  hours  of  slaughter,  and  generally, 
meat  inspection  can  be  carried  out  by  your  Officers  in  normal 
uorking  hours,  except  for  holiday  ueelc-cnds  and  other  odd 
ocansions  when  some  overtime  on  meat  inspection  is  necessary. 


Daring  the  year,  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1.95^,  came  into 
operation,  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  195S^ 
and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
1953,  v^^ere  approved  by  Parliament  tov/arda  the  end  of  December, 
1958*  All  this  nev/  legislation  on  Slaughterhouses,  liygienic 
Practices  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  animais  was  welcomed  by 
all  Meat  Inspectors  as  a  forward  step  in  the  constant  crusade 
to  improve  conditions  existing  at  slaughterhouses  and  to 
improve  the  standards  of  preparing  clean  and  wholesome  meat 
for  consumption  by  the  general  public,  /Although  the  Government 
has  va.CQ!llated  in  its  former  once-decloercd  ititention  of 
centratised  slaughtering,  if  we  have  to  have  private  slaughter¬ 
houses,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  from  recent  legislation  that 
the  general  standard  of  slaughtering  establishments  is  to  be 
much  improved  in  the  future,  and  it  behoves  every  Local 
Authority  to  use  these  new  powers  to  the  full  when  the 
‘'stajidstill”  period  of  three  year  for  the  licensing  of 
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eijcisting  slaughterhouses  has  passed.  One  matter  for  regret 
is  that  the  G-ovemment  did  not  see  fit,  despite  strong 
representations  from  the  Association  of  Public  Heo-lth 
Inspectors  and  other  influential  and  directly  interested 
bodies,  to  alter  the  present  la^>^  -^/hich  allows  butchers  to  remove 
at  7  e..m.  from  their  slaughterhouses  meat  which  Ims  been 
slaughtered  after  7  p.n*  the  pre-^/ious  evening,  and  it  is  to  be 
deprecated  that  trade  interests  should  over-ride  the  primary 
Public  ffe 3th function  of  ensuring  that  100^2  inspection  of  meat 
is  carried  out  generally  at  slaugliterhouses  throughout  the 
Country,  apart  from  the  side  issue  tliat  many  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  G-reat  Britain  have  to  give  up  a  great  deal  of 
their  leisure  time  in  an  endeavour  to  see  that  tlio  general 
public  received  what  they  hare  a  right  to  receive  ~  a  pure, 
disea.se-frec  and  -^Tiiolcsome  neat  supi^ly.  Let  us  hope  that,  in 
the  not  too  distant  future,  tlie  Gevemment  will  thaw/  off  the 
cliains  which  at  present  shackle  them  on  this  issue,  ajid  introduce 
amending  legislation  in  regard  to  hoirs  of  slaughtering  for  the 
ultimate  benefit  of  all  concerned.

The  Council  continued  to  dischonge  its  dutie 
connection  vd-th  the  Slum  Glemancc  Cajiipuign  Tdth  groa,t 
diligence,  yet  nlth  fairness  to  property  ovners*^  \:ho  have 
been  shoTni  every  coinotcsy  when  attending  meetings  of  the 
Hous-i-ng  hepairs  ond  hencs  Act  Comriiit’uco  following  the  service 
upon  them  of  Notices  of  "Time  and  Place"  under  Section  16 
of  the  Ho-’jsing  Act,  1957*  Sympathetic  consideration  is 
always  given  to  owners  who  have  submitted  offers  to  repadr 
and  inprove  their  houses,  in  those  cases  w'here  it  has  been 
considered  possible  to  bring  them  up  to  a  decent  standard 
as  a  result  of  such  improvements  and  repair. 


The  Council  lias  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  idth  the 
progress  of  its  rSlum  Clearance  pr ogramo ,  as  may  be  seen  from 
the  statistics  quoted  previously  in  this  section  of  the  Report, 
It  will  be  noted  tint  we  are  v-cll  ii  front  of  our  "target"*^ 
schedule  of  153  houncs  to  be  deadt  vdth  in  on’  first  five 
years’  programme  up  to  the  10th  September,  I960,  and,  by  that 
cine,  I  anticipace  tha.t  we  shall  have  doubled  our  cfuota  fiainxs. 


The  Council  ha.s  also  given  maximum  encouragement  to 
property  owners  who  have  applied  for  Improvement  Grants  to 
enable  ^  them  to^  provide  tlieir  dT7cllinghouses  \dth  the  necessary 
ameiiioies  i/hich  present— day  standards  demand,  and,  during  the 
year,  36  ^  applications  were  received,  of  vdiich  35  were  approved, 
Tne  remaining  applico-tion  wan  not  proceeded  i/ith,  and  it  was 
not  ^  found  necessary  to  refuse  any  definite  aroplications 
during  tiie  year.  The  total  cash  vaduc  of  Grants  a'oproved 
dicing  the  year  uiounted  to  £8,12?  Os.  Od,  an  comp^ed 
with  £5,343  8s,  5d,  during  the  previous  year, 

ihe  strength  of  the  lnpi*ovements  Grants  Sub— Committee 
was  increased  from  five  to  eight  daring  the  year,  and  the 
thenks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  Councillors  G.G,  Crowson 
(CncLirman) ,  G.ii,  Taylor,  P,  Key,  E.l'/,  Manon,  the  Hon* 

Mount  joy  Pane,  H.¥.  Bailey,  0,  Stirling  Lee  and  P.  Ccvcll 
for  the  considerable  amount  of  time  and  thought  which  they 
devoted  to  this  werk, 
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In  connection  v/ith  the  huilding  of  nc-vV  houses,  the 
Council*  s  o\m  Housing  Programme  vras  cua'tailed  considerably 
during  the  year,  due  to  circumstajices  entirely  beyond  their 
control,  on  account  of  the  high  interest  on  loans  required 
to  be  raised  for  this  purpose,  and  onl^  fifteen  neu  houses 
\7cre  built  during  the  year*  The  Council  has  nov/  decided 
to  concentrate  on  the  building  of  Old  Ieople*s  BungaloT/s 
in  the  immediate  future,  and  it  is  matter  for  great  regret 
that  the  unit  of  1 9  such  bungadous ,  tog-, ether  M±th  the  uarden*  s 
house,  planned  for  Deeping  St*  James,  la.s  not  yet  materialised* 
There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind,  from  my  jersonal  c:q)erience  in 
close  contact  Y/ith  the  many  aged  x^ersons  uho  are  living  odone 
in  the  District  and  v/ho  have  to  fend  for  themselves  in  th3 
tiTilight  of  their  lives,  that  there  is  a  demand  for  this 
type  of  development,  T/here  the  old  folk  can  maintain  their 
independence  by  having  their  crvvn  liomo  yet  be  able  to  call  for 
assistance  close  at  hand  if  it  is  needed*  If  ever  a  Job 
needs  sympathy  and  understanding,  then  these  must  be  the  top 
qualities  uhich  must  be  looted  for  Ydien  the  nev/  v'arden  and  his 
■vvife  are  appointed,  as  their  approach  to  tliis  iio\i  social  system 
can  either  make  or  mar  the  happiness  ard  comfort  of  the  old 
folk,  which  they  must  have  surely  earned  and  deserve  in  the 
few  remaining  years  left  to  them* 

With  regard  to  x^^rivate  house  construction,  28  houses 
were  erected  during  the  year,  and  23  houses  were  in  course 
of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year*

The  Council*  s  new  Sev/erage  Schemes,  provided  since  the 
end  of  the  second  World  War  at  a  cost  of  near'ly  £639  OO©*  Va, 
continue  to  function  sa.tisfactorily,  ad  though  the  voluntary 
connection  of  house  drainage  systems  to  the  ne\/  sewers  by 
oi,7ners  of  property  continues  to  be  slow,  despite  the  offer 
by  the  Council  of  25^  of  the  cost,  v/ith  a  maximum  of  £25, 
of  conversion  of  pail  or  vault  closets  to  water  closetsi 


Progi^ess  on  the  comicction  of  house  uxa-irnge  systems 
at  Billingborough,  Horbling  and  Corby  G-len  ijas  virtua.lly 
stopped  and  little  progress  lias  been  made  at  Baston  and 
Langtoft.  It  is  only  at  Maj^ket  Deeping  and  Deeping  St, 
Jaiiics  T/herc  any  progress  at  all  is  being  made. 


Pressure  uas  brought  to  bean  upon  the  CJouncil  by  the 
Deeping  Pen  Drainage  Board  during  the  ye£ir  to  n.plcment  their 
pov/ers  under  Sections  42  and  47  of  the  Public  1100.1  th  Act, 

1936,  as  a  result  of  complaints  being  main  by  residents  at 
Horsego.te,  Deeping  St.  James,  concerning  the  foul  condition 
of  the  \7atcrcourse  running  along  the  south  side  of  Horsogatc, 
and,  after  giving  the  fullest  consideration  to  this  matter, 
the  Council  took  the  bull  by  the  horns  and  decided,  to 
exercise  their  pouers  under  these  sections  by  directing  mo 
to  arrange  for  a  complete  survey  of  all  drainage  systems  in 
the  Deepings  area  'whose  drainage  sj^stems  nere  causing  a 
nuisance  by  the  discharge  of  seimge  into  old  scuers  or  to 
Y/atercourses.  G-ood  xr ogress  ivus  mad.e  on  tliis  survey,  and, 

by  the  end  of  the  year,  arrangements  nere  in  hand  for  carrying 
out  the  first  balch  of  re-connections  to  the  ncT7  scY/ors  in 
the  Horsogatc  area..  The  Council  intend  to  continue  v/ith  this 
Y/ork  in  Market  Decxiing  and  Deexoing  St.  James  to  remedy  the 
existing  nuisances  in  old.  soY/ers  and  YYatercooirscs,  and  it  is 
intended  that  similar  action  ytIII  be  talon  in  due  course  at 
Langtoft,  Baston,  Corby  Glen,  Billingborough  and*.  Horbling. 


I  YYelcome  the  Cooincil’ s  pra-iscYYortijy  decision  in  this 
matter  and  the  courageous  Yray  in  viiich  they  liave  faced  up 
to  their  responsibilities.  I  am  delighted,  to  knoYv  that 
your  Piiblic  Health  Inspectors  can  noY;"  taJee  vigorous  and 
decisive  action  to  eliminate  the  many  stinking  scYver  dykes 
in  these  villa.ges,  Y/hich  have  been  for  many  years  an  ever- 
constant  source  of  an^ciety,  and  particularly  inlhe  case 
of  Corby  Glen  YYhere  there  is  alY/ays  the  iDotential  risk  of 
the  pollution  of  underground  Yj^ater  supplies,  by  the  cont- 
iiiYiing  discharge  of  crude  scYnx^c  from  the  old  scY/ers  into 
the  Horsepond  and  thereafter  into  the  Piver  Glen, 
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The  changing  conditions  in  rccont  years  in  regard  to 
block  grants  by  the  Central.  G-cv’-ennYicnt  to  Local  Authorities, 
and  concerning  expendituxe  by  Loccl  Authorities,  nialces  me. 
hope  that,  in  the  not  too  distant  f\iture,  the  Central 
G-ovemiient  Y/ill  not  only  make  availaole  to  Local.  Auuhorities 
v/orth-uhile  grants  for  the  laying  of  nev  sewers  and  the 
provision  of  modem  sey/a.ge  disposal  v/orks,  but  vnll  also 
allo-Y-  Local  Authorities  to  include  in  their  applications  for 
such  grants  the  cost  of  disconnecting  house  dx'aina.ge  systems 
from  old  seY/ers  and  wntercourscs  and  re-connecting  them  to 

the  ncYJ’  seviers.

Inspections  in  connection  mth  drainaige  continue  to  take 
up  a  large  amount  of  the  time  of  yoix  Public  Health  Officers, 
and  it  Yd.ll  be  noted  from  the  statistics  at  the  beginning  of 
this  Heport  that  698  visits  were  ma.de  in  .connection  there^tTith 
and  that  211  tests  of  new  drainage  systems  Y/ere  also  carried 
out. 


Grants  of  25fo  of  the  cost  of  converting  xoail,  venlt  or 
earth  closets  into  Yra.ter  closets  at  38  d.-cllinghouscs  were 
nia.dc  hy  the  Council  during  the  year'  in  respect  of  dwellinghcuses 
in  the  parishes  of  Horhliiig,  Billiiighorough,  Corby  Glen,  Baston, 
Langtoft,  Market  Beeping  and  Deeping  St,  Janies,  the  tota.1  cash 
value  of  Grants  given  by  the  Council  during  the  year  being 
£382  2s.  7d, 


6,  CI.E/lTSmG  SERVICES 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  DisposaJ. 


The  household  refuse  collection  service  continues  to 
provide  a.  welcome  senaice  to  the  ratepayers,  and  every  village 
in  the  District  is  iTrisitcd  by  the  Council*  s  Refuse  Freighter 
once  per  fortnight.  Refuse  is  collected  froLi  containers 
lalaced  at  the  kerb-side  by  householders,  and  is  disposed  of 
by  tipping  at  refujso  tips  sitmted  ad  Billingborough,  Corby 
Glen,  Svjinstea.d  and  Deeping  St,  James.  It  is  estimated 
that  over  2,000  tons  of  household  refuse  are  collected  and 
disposed  of  annually  by  the  Comcil*  s  Refuse  Freighter  manned 
by  kvo  men,  lYj-th  occasional  additionaJ.  assistance.  Great  credit 
is  due  to  the  employees  concerned  for  tiic  way  in  which  they  carry 
out  this  irork,  which  increases  ine-^/itably  each  year  by  reason 
of  neiY  houses  being  erected. 


■'Jith  regard  to  the  collection  of  refeise,  it  is  lioped  that, 
eventuaully,  a  more  frequent  service  than  fortnightly  collection 
YQ-ll  be  given,  but  consideration  of  tiiis  niprovcmcnt  in  the 
service  han  had  to  be  deferred  for  the  thme  being  on  account  of 
the  Council's  heavy  commitments  in  other  directions. 

The  Council  continued  to  collect  Y/aste  paper,  and  19  tons 
3-4  cwbs.  of  mixed  iTaste  Y^cre  sold  for  £74  4s,  9d,  during  the 

year  1958,  I  hope  that  the  Council  iTill  continue  to  collect 
Y/aste  paper  separadely  from  household  refYise,  oven  if  a  slight 
loss  is  incurred  in  salvage  sales.  It  is  far  better  to 
collect  this  material  separadely  than  to  collect  it  mixed  with 
the  household  refuse,  Y/ith  the  consequent  increase  in  the 
untidiness  of  the  Refoise  Tijos, 


(b)  Pail  Emptying;  Scheme 

The  Council  continues  to  give  a  free  v/cekly  ccip tying  of 
sanitary  pails  from  dj/ellinghouses  in  the  Rural  District,  and 
tMs  v/ork  is  carried  out  by  t\To  GOO  gallons  capacity  Cesspool 
Eenptying  vehicles,  provided  ’Tith  pail  hopper  attanhiiients, 
each  vehicle  being  manned  by  a  team  of  throe  men  comprising 
a  Driver/Loader  and  t^70  Loaders*  Approximately  2,000  pails 
are  emptied  weekly  and  both  vehicles  are  engaged  pravcticaily 
fulltime  on  this  work.  The  nightsoil  thus  collected  is 
disposed  of  by  composting  by  arrangement  vd-th  ceihain  farmers 
in  the  District,  or  by  sprcad.ing  over  agriciiltural  land. 
Complaints  from  householders  in  respect  of  tliis  vrork  ore 
suiprisingly  f  ev;,  and  the  Council*  s  employees  arc  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  Y>ray  they  carry  out  what  is  obviously 
and  objectionable  job  of  v7ork. 


In  addition  to  the  weekly  pail  emptying  service,  privy 
vaults,  cesspools,  septic  tanks  etc.,  a.t  dw^ellinghouses 
and  other  premises  are  emptied  upon  reqpiest  in  a  much  more 
saiisfactory  and  hygienic  manner  than  cm  be  done  by  hand 
labour,  A  fixed  charge  is  made  to  householders  desiring 
this  service.  Details  of  such  work  cairied  out  during 
the  year  are  as  follow^s:-

Eventually  it  is  hoped  that,  follovdng  the  conversion 
of  earth  closets,  pail  closets  etc,,  to  vrater  closets,  in  those 
villages  T/here  ne^7  Sewerage  Schemes  have  been  provided,  there 
Yn.ll  be  a  greatly  reduced  number  of  pails  to  empty  and  that 
oho  Gouncil  in-ll  bo  in  a  position  to  extend  the  free  service 
to  householders  for  the  periodical  enptying  of  privy  vaults, 
cesspools  and  septic  tallies  in  the  other  village's,

This  is  of  particular  help>  to  your  Public  Health  Officers 
Ydien  samples  of  "mater  taicen  from  priva.te  boros ^  \/clls  etc* 
are  found  to  be  polluted,  as  the  use  of  these  can  hot;  be 
dj-scontinued  and  the  houses  in  question  provided  \7ith  a

It  \^dll  be  noted  that  all  the  samples  taicen  from  the 
Council’ s  supplies  were  found  to  be  sa.tisf actorv.  In  the 

case  of  samples  found  to  be  polluted  from  private  supplies, 
the  occupiers  of  the  houses  concerned  were  advised  to  boil 
all  such  v/ater  used  for  driaTlcing  purposes*  Action  v/as  also 
taken  to  see  tha.t  the  omers  of  the  properties  concerned 
should  provide  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’ s 
mains,  if  these  were  within  reasonable  distance* 


As  in  previous  yecxs^,  regular  sampling  vras  cou'ried 
out  at  the  vratercress  beds  in  the  District^  ojid,  for  the 
first  time  for  many  yera^s,  out  of  twelve  samples  tahen 
during  the  year,  five  were  found  to  be  unsa.tisf a.ctory* 

Repeat  samples  taken  later  were  found  to  bo  soutisfactory^ 
consequently  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  taJae  any  further 
auction  in  rcgau'd  thereto,  but  this  does  illustrate  the 
necessity  for  the  regular  sajrxpling  of  water  from  the  various 
bores  supplying  the  wa.tercress  beds  in  the  District*

8.  RODENT  COITTROL 

The  services  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  (lir.  P.H. 
Batchelor)  hc.ve  once  again  heen  in  great  demand  during  the 
year,  both  by  private  householders  ^md  fr-nriers,  and  the  work 
of  Rodent  Control  ha.s  been  carried  out  expeditiously  and 
efficiently.  The  large  increase  in  the  rat  population 
generally,  noted  during  19575  continued  curing  the  past  year, 
and  one  v/onders  v/hat  the  pj  uition  would  bo  like  if  the  Council 
did  not  have  a  Rodent  Opera. tor  to  keep  the  rat  menace  under 
control,  I  am  gratified  at  the  number  cf  tributes  received 
from  the  generaJ.  public  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
you  Rodent  Opera.tor  carries  out  his  work,  and  there  is  not 
the  slightest  doubt  that  the  service  given  by  the  Council 
in  this  connection  is  appreciated  as  an  efficient  and  also 
a  cheap  public  service. 


Regular  surveying  of  lands  and  premises  was  carried  out 
in  order  to  ascertain  sources  of  infestation,  in  accordance 
v/ith  the  Council’s  obligations  under  Section  2(a<.)  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949*  In  addition  to 
providing  a  free  service  for  Rodent  Disinf esta.tion  YtTcrk  a,t 
private  dwellinghouses  in  the  District,  the  Rodent  Opera.tor 
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can:*ies  ouls  similcx  TJt^rk:  art- 1)113 proniisGs  and  farms,  at  a 
standard  cliarge  of  10/-  per  hour  \vith  10/-  laiinir-Tum  charge, 
which  sur.i  includes  his  time,  ma.teriad.s  and  travelling  expenses. 

The  Rodent  Opera.tor  exercised  strict  control  of  all  the 
Council’s  properties  during  the  year,  including  refuae  tips 
which  have  been  treated  regoilarly  and  systema-ticaiLly,  and  to 
the  many  sewer  dykes  and  parish  watercourses.  In  addition, 
1022  private  dwellinghouses  v/ere  treated  OuS  also  were  3^^ 
business  premises.  In  consocjuencc  of  adl  tnese  operations 
3561  inspections  were  carried  out* 


9.  EETROLEUIi  ACTS 

During  the  year,  119  visits  were  made  to  premises  v/hero 
petroleum  spirit  is  stored  and  99  licences  were  issoied  by 
the  Department  after  storavge  conditions  had  been  found  to 
be  satisfactory,  and  when  the  usual  safety  precautions  in 
regard  to  fire  Imd  been  complied  with,  by  the  pro\rision 
of  a  fire  extinguisher  and  a.  quantity  of  sand  near  to  each 
storage  tank.

12.  n^CTlOnS  DISE/^SES 


During  the  year  72  visits  were  made  your  Public  Health 
Officers  in  relation  to  Infectious  Diseases,  mainly  in 
connection  with  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  D3^sentery  which  occuia:*od 
in  the  Toft,  Lound  and  Witham-on-thc-Hill  area,  involving  six 
families  and  tv/elve  cases,  L  total  of  80  faecal  spcciiiiens 
were  obtained  and  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  at 
Peterborough  Memorial  Hospital  before  the  tv/clve  cases  were 
declared  free  from  infection.  The  amount  of  time  involved 
in  controlling  such  an  outbrcalc  as  this,  even  though  it  was 
onlv  a  small  one,  in  addition  to  the  siclness  and  inconven- 
ience  caused  in  the  households  concerned,  illustrates  vividly 
the  need  for  good  standards  of  personal  hygiene,  particulairly 
where  handling  of  food  is  involved,

After  several  3^ears  with  the  same  staff,  for  the  second 
year  in  succession,  the  Department  wa.s  without  the  searvices  of 
an  Additional  Inspector  for  a  period  of  tirree  months,  foUev/ing 
the  resignation  of  Mr,  B,  Schofield,  \iio  returned  to  his 
native  county  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment  on  the  1st 
October,  1958,  after  only  twelve  months  seivice  v/ith  tliis 
Council, 

I  would  take  this  oppoiirunity  of  expressing  my  peraonal 
appreciation  of  the  assistance  which  I  received  from  lir, 
Schofield  in  carrying  out  the  technical  duties  of  the 
Deiaartment  during  the  year  and  I  weald  also  pay  tribute 
to  Mrs,  C,  Taylor  and  iirs.  li,  Hvton  for  their  assistance  in 
the  administrative  verk  of  the  Deprr*tmcnt,  I  must  place 
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on  record  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  Depcrtnicnt  has  also 
suffered  by  the  Council's  decision  in  1957^  reduce  the 
establishment  from  three  to  t\7o  Biblic  Health  Inspectors# 

Thje  number  of  inspections  on  building  works  iias  dropped  from 
836  to  202  daring  tte  last  two  years,  and  routine  inspections 
of  food  premises  and  v/ork  under  the  Pood  Hygiezie  Regulations 
is  now  practically  non-existent,  these  being  the  duties  which 
most  inevitably  siiff er  when  staff  is  reduced^ 

Finally,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  record  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  liarmony  engendered  in  the  Public  Health 
team  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr*  H*  Ellis  Smith)
